Car Involved In Kinston Bank 


Robbery Found Near Florala 


A car believed to be the one used as 
a ‘‘getaway car’’ in last week's bank 
robbery in Kinston was discovered 
Friday in a wooded area near Florala, 
and law enforcement officials expect the 
car to reveal valuable leads in the 
investigation of the robbery. 

According to a spokesman for the 
Coffee County Sheriff's Department, a 
1983 Buick Regal was found on a trail, 
off a dirt road, in Jackson’s Entry, near 
Florala, on Friday, July 5, at 5:00 p.m. 
The youngsters who found the vehicle 
notified the Florala Police Department, 


who went to the scene and discovered 
the car matched the description of the 
one used in the Kinston robbery. The 
Covington County Sheriff's Department 
was called in and the Covington County 
authorities notiffed the Coffee County 
rl Department at approximately 

Fingerprints were taken and the 
vehicle processed at the scene and then 
taken to the Enterprise Crime Lab. It 
was reported very few prints or other 


‘evidence were found on the car. 


The car had a stolen South Carolina 


tag registered to a 1970 Ford, leading 
officials to. believe the vehicle was 
stolen in South Carolina and driven 
south for use in the robbery. This 
theory was short-lived, however, as it 
was discovered the car was reported 
stolen by Crown Buick in New Orleans, 
Louisiana, on Friday, July 15, five days 
prior to the robbery. 


The investigation by the Alabama 
Bureau of Investigation, Federal 
Bureau of Investigation and local 
authorities is still underway. 


Commission Holds Hot Meeting 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session Monday, July 25, ina 
small un-air conditioned roém with no 
lights, and held a brief and rather 
uneventful meeting. 

The bi-monthly meeting was 
scheduled to be held in the upstairs 
courtroom at the Elba courthouse; 
however, the courtroom was also set for 
use in jury selection, prompting the 
commission to move downstairs. The 
old tax collector's office was used for 
the meeting, but the air conditioner 
didn't work and the lights went out, 
resulting in a warm, dark roor) and a 
short meeting. 

All members were present at the 
meeting, including commission 
chairman Marion Brunson, clerk 
Brunease Winston and commissioners 
Gilmer Grant, Rex Boutwell, Billy 
Eagerton, Charlie Mack Martin, 
Eugene Bradley and Marvin Bowden. 

After the routine adoption of 
minutes, County Engineer Frank 
Charlton read a prepared statement 
concerning a July 17, 1983, editorial 
that appeared in an Enterprise 
newspaper. 

“This is to clarify some points 
contained in an editorial published by 
The Rnterprise Ledger on Sundhy, July 
17, 1983,"’ Charlton said, ‘‘which told a 
story, but not the whole story." 

In the statement, the engineer 
explained the existence, and makeup, of 
work areas in the county and reported 
that work areas were divided to give 
each area an equai amount of dirt 
roads. 

“The purpose of the work area 
concept,”’ according to Charlton, “‘was 
to provide more economical and 
efficient maintenance of all our roads. 
The single criterion was that the total 
miles of dirt roads in all work areas be 
as nearly equal as possible."’ 

In a non-related matter, the 
engineer stated the low bid on paving 
Sparks Street was $246,854 from 
Wiregrass Construction. The bid was 
approximately $100,000 less than 
expected, and Charlton reported the 
remaining funds will be used in the 
project at Turner's Crossroads.

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4 Magwood Granted Stay By 


Federal Court Judge 


Billy Joe Magwood, convicted of 
murder in the 1979 shooting death of 
Coffee County Sheriff Neil Grantham, 
was granted a stay of execution last 
Wednesday afternoon by a federal court 
judge only hours before he was 
scheduled to die in Alabama’s electric 
chair. 


The stay, signed by U.S. District 
Judge Truman Hobbs, stopped the 
execution pending a federal court 
review of Magwood’s case. The review 
could take several months and 
additional federal appeals are expected. 

Magwood, age 30, was scheduled to 
die in the electric chair at 12:01 a.m. on 


Bid Of $246,854 
Aeeepted For Paving 


On Sparks Street 


A total of 34 projects in 30 counties, 
for which contractors offered $18.2 
million in apparent low bids, was 
awarded last week by the Alabama 
Highway Department and, and included 
in the projects was one in Coffee 
County. 

The Coffee County project involves 
construction of the base and bituminous 
treatments on Sparks Street from 
Alabama 122 in New Brockton nerth. 
The work, which covers 3.734 miles, will 
be completed in 60 working days. Low 
bidder on the project was Wiregrass 
Construction Company, Inc., with a bid 
of $246,854. 


Other area projects include: 
Covington County - construction of the 
bridge culvert and approaches at 
Richland Creek on Alabama #54 east of 
Florala near Howell's, with the low bid 
of $97,417 from H & L Construction 
Company; Crenshaw County - widening 
and resurfacing on U.S. #29 near 
Searight to the west city limits of 
Brantley, with a low bid of $506,050.20 
from Wiregrass Construction Company, 
Inc.; and Pike County - construction of 
bridge replacement and approaches 
on Alabama #130 east of Shiloh, with a 
low bid of $165,500.48 from W.S. 
Newell, Inc. 


Friday, July 22; however, the convicted 
killer's lawyer, J.L. Chestnut Jr. of 
Selma, filed the legal papers 
approximately midday Wednesday with 
Judge Hobbs, as well as the Alabama 
Court of Criminal Appeals. 

According to reports, word from 
Hobbs reached Magwood at 2:30 p.m. 
Wednesday, several hours after 
Magwood had been moved to a cell 
adjacent to the electric chair at Holman 
Prison near Atmore. 

Prison system spokesman Ron Tate 
stated Holman officers reported that 
Magwood had been unemotional 
throughout the week but ‘‘broke down 
and cried at least half an hour’’ after 
being moved to the cell next to the 
chair, According to Tate, Magwood had 
no appetite for lunch, but showed little 
emotion when told of Hobbs’ decision to 
grant the stay. Tate reported 
Magwood’s only response was ‘‘okay."’ 

The prison spokesman said that 
prison commissioner Freddie Smith had 
been informed by Hobbs of the 
impending stay. 

The Magwood defense claims the 
convicted killer was insane at the time 
he killed Sheriff Grantham; however, 
the claim was denied by a jury and the 
sentence was upheld in an appeal to 
Circuit Court. 

Chestnut stated last week he wanted 
the stay in order for the Alabama Court 
of Criminal Appeals to review a July 18 
ruling by Circuit Judge Riley Green. 


Replacing Police Cars Is 


Topie At City Council Meeting 


Replacing police cars was the main 
topic of discussion at the Elba City 
Council meeting Monday evening. The 
council talked with Police Chief John 
White about the high mileage and 
mounting repair bills on the present 
police cars. White told the city officials 
that one car had 162,000 miles, and that 
all of them had over 100,000 miles. 

The idea of buying used cars for 
patroling was discussed and the 
majority of the council members 
seemed to favor this move if good cars 
with relatively low mileage could be 
purchased at reasonable prices. 
Councilman John Sharpless noted that 
he opposed buying used cars in the past 
and still doubted the economy of the 
action. 

Chief White was instructed to look 
into the matter and report back to the 
council prior to the finalization of the 
budget for the next fiscal year. Mayor 
Bob English indicated that something 
must be done early in the next fiscal 
year. 

The council approved a resolution 
allowing English to borrow money to 
pay for the tractor and mower recently 
purchased for the recreation 


department. Engiish indicated 
repayment over the next 36 months will 
cost about $400 per month. 

An agreement was approved by the 
council that would okay the purchase of 
some customers from Covington Co-op. 
It will only be enacted when and if a bill 
is passed in the Alabama legislature 
establishing permanent territorial lines 
for various utilities. The proposal is 
tooted to save the cost of duplicating 
lines in many areas. It has the backing 
of the co-ops and Alabama Power 
Company. English noted it had a slim 
chance of passing in the current 
session, but could pass in a special 
session or in the next regular session. 

English noted that Elba was ungiue 
from other towns in that the co-op has 
sub-stations and a major transmission 
line within the city limits. The 
agreement expands on the statewide 
bill and allows Elba to purchase some 
customers while allowing the Covington 
Co-op to keep some near their main 
lines, 

The council agreed to co-host a 
meeting of the Second District 
Municipal Association in Troy on 
August 18. English said it would only 


cost Elba $150 to $200 since it is a dutch 
treat affair. English also informed the 
council that the state had requested a 
nomination for a member of the Board 
of Equalization. 


Mr. and Mrs. Roger Mills appeared 
before the council and requested the 
one-block section of the street beside 
their home in New Town be paved, or at 
least graded. They said the dust was 
terrible. The council took no action and 
English informed the couple that he had 
instructed the street superintendent to 
survey the street and make a 
recommendation. 


English also reported that a city 
employee had received a back injury 
picking up a 55-gallon trash barrel, and 
city ordinances required all garbage and 
trash be in containers no larger than 30 
gallons. He said he has instructed the 
street department to again enforce this 
regulation and to inform those using the 
larger size that they will no longer be 
picked up. Mayor English explained 
that workman's comp payments would 
cost the city thousands of dollars, just 
for this one injury.

Minimum Tillage Methods Becoming Popular In Coffee County 


Many of our farmers in 
Coffee County are using 
minimum tillage methods - 
from chisel planting of corn 
to a no-till condition which 
limits tillage to only a small 
slot. Carson Brunson, Cool 
Springs Community, used a 
slightly modified no-till 
planting. In order to tie 
down some liquid fertilizer 
he felt he had to disc the rye 
stubble one time. This 
discing would allow him to 
protect the fertilizer and 
since the discing would be 


light the mulch was still left 
in the top 2 inches of the soil 
for erosion control and other 
residue benefits. This 
practice is not always 
advisable but there are times 
when a light discing is 
needed. . 

Mr. Brunson planted over 
thirty acres in a day using a 
four row no-till planter. His 
plans are to plant over 200 
acres of soybeans 
immediately following wheat 
harvest. The combine and 
no-till planter will be in the 


same field to avoid excessive 
drying behind harvest of the 
wheat. No-till planting is not 
for everyone - it requires 
good management of weeds 
and good fertility. Mr. 
Brunson has purchases a 
chemical cultivator which 
will provide him the same 
opportunity of weed control 
as conventional cultivation. 
With a directed spray 
system, he can use inexpen- 
sive chemicals such as 2-4-D 
or pafaquat to control 
grasses and weeds in the

TOMATOES 

Tomatoes affected with 
late blight will have large 
brownish-green blotches on 
the fruit. Tomato leaves die 
suddenly. The entire plant 
may wilt. Large water- 
soaked lesions will girdle the 
plant. Late blight spreads 
rapidly from diseased to 
healthy plants. 

The only thing to do is to 
remove and destroy all 
affected tomato plants and 
spray the remaining plants 
every four to seven days with 
Maneb, Zineb or Daconil. 
Incidentally, this is the same 
blight which attacks Irish 
potatoes. 

Early blight is a disease 
that damages leaves and the 
tomatoes. Look for little 
one-fourth inch circular spots 
on the tomato leaves. The 
tissue surrounding these 
spots will usually turn 
yellow. Then the leaves turn 
brown and drop off. Dark, 
leathery, decayed spots 
appear on the stem end of 
tomatoes. These spots 


enlarge. The decay extends 
deep into the flesh of the 
tomatoes. 

To control early blight,

Horticulture Tips 


LEAFSPOT 

Most of our shade trees 
and ornamental plants will 
have some leaf spot every 
year. This year leaf spot is 
occuring on almost all of our 
shrubs and trees to the point 
where many are affected by 
leaf drop. On the bright 
side, this condition seldom 
causes the plants to die. 

To control, I suggest 
collecting and burning all of 
the fallen leaves and 
spraying the plant with a 
good fungicide. 


SOUTHERN PINE BEETLES 

The best way to protect 
your pines from the southern 
pine beetle is to keep them 
healthy. Pine beetles are 
most difficult to control once 
they have infested the tree. 
Most of the time we are not 
aware of the infestation until 
we see the needles changing 
color and the pitch tubes 
appearing on the trunk. At 
this point it is too late to save 
this tree. The only thing you 
can do is cut it down and)

BUG DEVICES 

I've had a lot of questions 
lately about whether 
electronic bug 
lelectronic bug lights and 
ultrasonic pest repellers 
really work. Unfortunately, 
the answer isn’t as simple as 
you might think. 

Bug lights kill insects by 
electric shock. While some 
insects pests are not 
attracted to these lights, 


others may be so attracted . 


that their numbers may 
actually increase nuisance 
problems. The only way to 
know for sure is to purchase 
a bug light and see what 
happens in your yard, It 
could be a costly experiment. 
_ Manufactureres say 
ultrasonic sound devices 
repell pests with sound that 
is out of the range of human 
hearing. Most reserarch

Public Input To Shape 


Grain Program 


Ideas. and recommenda- 
tions from farmers and other 
interested persons can help 
determine the direction of 
the 1984 feed grain program, 
said Robert English, 
Chairperson of the Coffee 
County ASC Committee. 

ASCS invites comments 
on whether next year’s pro- 
gram should contain a 
voluntary acreage reduction 
percentage, payment-in- 
kind, set-aside or land 
diversions. The written 
remarks should include the 
recommended extent of 


these requirements, Mr. 
English said. 
‘‘Farmers may also 


comment on whether to allow 
haying and grazing of con- 
servation use acreage, if an 
acreage reduction, set-aside 
or payment-in-kind is 
necessary.”" 

The 1983 feed grain pro- 
gram contained a 10 percent 
acreage reduction, a 10 
percent paid land diversion 
provision and a 10-30 percent 
payment-in-kind feature. All 
farmers with an established 
base who planted feed grain 


were eligible to participate in 
the voluntary program. 
Those who signed up were 
eligible for land diversion 
payment, definiency 
payments, price support 
loans and the PIK option. 

Other 1984 programs 
decisions are whether barley 
should be determined 
eligible for payment under 
the program, whether 
malting barley should be 
exempt from any acreage 
reduction provision, whether 
to require off-setting compli- 
ance if any acreage reduction 
program is in effect, 
provisions of the grain 
reserve, appropriate loan 
and purchase levels, target 
price and national program 
acreage. 


Mr. English said the feed 
grain comments must be 
received in the Washington 
ASCS office by August 23rd.

The question submitted by Judge 
Brunson had arisen concerning the 
change of a name of a minor child of a 


broken marriage where the parent in 
custody of the child filed a petition for 
the change of the name of the minor, or 
joined the child in a petition for the 
change of its name. In the question, the 
judge asked ‘‘Is it necessary for the 
parent of a child who does not have 
custody to join in the petition and/or 
consent to the change of the name of the 
minor?”’ 

According to Graddick’s answer, 4 
minor child is under the custody and 
control of his parents and cannot sign a 


petition seeking to have his name 
changed without parental consent. 
Furthermore, the consent of both 


parents is required when the parents 
are married to each other, In the event 
the parents are not married to each 
other, the consent of the custodial 
parent is required, However, it was the 
Attorney General's opinion that the 
non-custodial parent must be given 
notice of the petition, Finally, if the 
parents share joint custody of the child, 
the consent of both is necessary.
